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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification appears to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kawami 
etal. (US 5,882,761). 

Regarding claim 1, Kawami et al. disclose an organic EL device comprising 

1) a laminate 6 consisting of an opposed pair of electrodes 3, 5 and an organic 
light-emitting layer 4 sandwiched between the electrode, 

2) a gas-tight housing 7 accommodating said laminate and shielding off the 
external atmosphere and 
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3) a desiccating means 8 disposed in isolation from said laminate within said 
gas-tight housing, characterized in that a performed moisture-absorbing body as said 
desiccating means is fixedly secured to at least one part of said gas-tight housing. 

Regarding claim 2, Kawami et al. disclose said preformed moisture absorbing 
body comprises a desiccant and a resin component. 

Regarding claim 3, Kawami et al. disclose said moisture-absorbing body is a 
body obtained by forming a mixture consisting of a desiccant and a resin component. 

Regarding claim 4, Kawami et al. disclose wherein the desiccant comprises at 
least one member selected from the group consisting of alkaline earth metal oxides and 
sulfate salts. 

Regarding claim 5, Kawami et al. disclose said resin component is at least one 
kind or gas-permeable resin. 

Regarding claims 6-8, the method of manufacture, as recited, is inherent to the 

device.
